. exaniple of the Sovereign of Japan is having 
some effect upon tho Chineso, aud that they 
are about to make au atiempt to abolish 
some portion of tho, exclusiveness and arro- 
gance of tho rulers of the land, which hus 
been ono of thochief causey not only of much 

. discontent among the people, but of necessity 
of an unsatisigctory state of relations with | 
foteign nations. ; 


‘Tt hag been ghrewdly observed by a writer 
Upon China that the Chinese raise their Um- 
peror.so high as virtually to deprive him of 
all power; and thore can be no doubt that 
the alstraction of the “centralizing force 
which is certuin to be produced by the Chief 
Magistrate, be his title -Prosident, King.or 
Emperor, taking an aetive part in tho go- 
vernment of the Kingdom, has been one of}: 
the chief sources of weakness to the Chinese 
Empire. The Mandarins have hitherto fa- 
voured this policy, with » view to increasing 
their own powers, which they are erare 
_Wwould be weakpned should the Emperor-be 
invested with ‘too ‘stroug an executive datho- 
rity, and be able too directly to influence the 
large masses upon whom, even in the most 
absolutely governed countrics, the power of 
the rulors must very Jurgely depend. In 
Going this. they have heen backed by the 
traditions of the Empire, whieh have always 
been in favour of the sovercign belig hedged 
around by o superstitious revorence, and kept 
in the background to such a degree that be 
maust of necessity become a mera puppet, in 
the hands of his advisers. There is, how- 
ever, of course a point at which a policy, of 
this kind becomes dangerous to those who set 
4t on foot, as their own- power becomes gra 
dually diminished, as the source from which 
at least a very considerable amount: of it 
emanates becomes lessened. Thus, this move- 
tent, has to some extent ita cure within ite 
self, and it may possibly ‘be. that, without 

- definitely appreciating the nature of tho 
political principle upon. which, circumstances 
have induced them to act, the officials at the 
capital are dimly perceiving: that the policy 
of exclrision does not tend to the preserva. 
tion in ite fullest: energy of thovcentral au- 


argely dependent. 
"Tf such is the ‘fact, there is reason for con- 
. yratulation, aa there.can be little doubt that 
awore rational understanding between the 
rulers.and the ruled would tend-to do away 
with uch of the factions ‘opposition which 
has so long been % source of trouble and 
‘weakness. [tis towards some such change 
as this that the foreign well-wiebors of China 
have so.long béen looking; and it is ‘needless 
to point out fhe extent to which jt -would 
improve foreign relations with the country 
and facilitate, foreign progresa and advance-
